CARDIFF AND NEWPORT AREA REPORT. 


The Report for 1928 of Mr. J. M. Carey on the in- 
spection of mines under the Coal Mines Act in the 
Cardiff and Newport area has been published. 

In this district, nearly 32 million tons of coal were 
raised during the year and 120,000 persons were em- 
ployed. Tables giving details of these figures, and 
statistical tables of all fatal and non-fatal accidents 
are included in the Report, together with brief descrip- 
tions of many of the accidents. The Inspector 
observes a regrettable increase in the number of haul- 
age accidents. | 

Attention is drawn to an explosion which occurred 
in a large horizontal drum-type oil immersed con- 
troller, which formed part of the equipment of a main- 
and-tail haulage engine; fortunately no personal 
injury or fire resulted, but the Inspector emphasises 
the potential dangers of such an occurence and dis- 
cusses the probable causes of the accident. 

Notes on ventilation, coal dust, safety first, and the 
care and treatment of horses, together with particu- 
lars of the numbers of safety lamps and of the rescue 
and ambulance organisation in the Division, are in- 
cluded in the Report, which is now on sale, price 1s.

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EXAMINATIONS FOR CERTIFICATES OF 
COMPETENCY. 


In 1917 Special Rules were made by the Board for 
Mining Examinations to meet the difficulties of can- 
didates for First and Second Class Certificates of Com- 
petency whose training in mining had been interrupted 
by war service. Subject to certain conditions, candi- 
dates who had served with the Forces for at least a 
year and who previously had had practical experience 
in mining, were allowed to sit for the examinations 
before completing the full period of practical experi- 
ence required, and were further allowed to take the 
examination in three sections. 

Since these Rules were made 1,046 candidates have 
taken advantage of them, but no fresh application has 
been received since May, 1927, and it would appear 
that the Rules are no longer required. 

The Secretary for Mines and the Board for Mining 
Examinations are, however, anxious that no eligible 
candidate who has not already made application under 
these Rules should be debarred from doing so, and 
they have therefore decided, before revoking the Rules, 
to give notice that any person who wishes to attend an 
examination under the Rules must give notice of his 
application before 3lst December, 1930.

It is not intended to revoke the Rules which make 
provision for candidates who may be physically dis- 
abled from writing or drawing in consequence of war 
service.

trade of the United Kingdom during recent quarterly 
periods was reviewed, and, in particular, a comparison 
was made between the trade of last quarter and that of 
the third quarter of 1928 in certain important classes 
of goods, details of the external trade in which are 
recorded in the monthly Trade Accounts.* 

In continuation of our quarterly series of articles 
dealing with the volume of our overseas trade, we 
now give on pages 473 and 474 a comparison between 
the import and export trade of the first nine months 
of the year 1924, and the trade of the corresponding 
period of 1929, as re-valued on the basis of the average 
values shown by the records of the earlier period. 
These figures establish a relation between the volume 
of our external trade in the two periods, eliminating 
the factor of price changes, and they also furnish an 
index of the aggregate effect of the alterations in prices 
which have taken place since five years ago. By re- 
lating these data to similar data previously calculated 
in respect of preceding periods, we are enabled to re- 
view broadly the trend of our overseas trade on 4 
quantitative basis, and also the price variations expenr- 
enced in that trade since 1924. 
calculations establishing a comparison between the first 
nine months of the years 1924 and 1928 were published 
in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’”’ of 25th October, 
1928. 


It may be mentioned that, in order to complete thesef 


surveys of the various important classes of overseas 
trade, it has been necessary to include estimates in 
respect of goods for which particulars of the quanti- 
ties imported or exported are not recorded; such esti- 
mates, however, relate, in most cases, to relatively 
minor parts of the groups affected. 

TENERAL RESULTS. 

The results of the revaluation of the external trade 
of the United Kingdom during the first nine months of 
1929, at the average values of 1924, are summarised in 
the following table :—

On the basis of declared values, exports of United 
Kingdom goods and of imported merchandise, and also 
total imports, were smaller in the first nine months of 
1929 than in the corresponding period of 1924, the dil- 
ference, when considered in relation to the value in: 
volved, being appreciable in the case of exports and 
slight in the case of imports. If allowance be made 
for price changes, however, it will be seen that the 
volume of imports during the expired months of the 
present year was 123 per cent., and the volume 
United Kingdom exports was 8? per cent., greater than 
during the first nine months of 1924. Re-exports were 
in volume 13} per cent. less than five years ago. As 
compared with the earlier period, average values were 
smaller during the first nine months of 1929, the de- 
cline for exports being 153 per cent., for imports 124 pe! 
cent., and for re-exported merchandise 5} per cent.

A comparison of the figures for the third quarter 
of the years 1928 and 1929 shows that during last 
quarter imports were 9} per cent. greater in volume 
than a year ago, and exports and re-exports were re- 
spectively 53 and 7 per cent. greater. In each case 
the increase in volume was accompanied by a decline 
In average values over the intervening year, the fall in 
the average value of imports being 4? per cent., of 
exports 22 per cent., and of re-exports 74 per cent. 

It will be understood that the quarter-by-quarter 
method of compiling the index numbers given in the 
above table does not serve the purpose of making a 
strict comparison between the indices of successive 
quarters, unless the price and volume variations which 
occurred during the base year 1924 are also taken 
into account. The effect of such an adjustment is 
shown later in this article.

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Retained imports of food, drink and tobacco last 
quarter were in volume about 10 per cent. greater than 
a year ago, and about 44 per cent. greater than in the 
corresponding quarter of 1924. The volume of re- 
tained imports of raw materials last quarter was greater 
by 14 per cent. than the quantity retained in the 
third quarter of 1928, but exceeded by only 34 per cent. 
the quantity retained in the third quarter of 1924. 
As compared with retained imports in the third 
quarter of 1924, the volume of manufactured articles 
retained last quarter showed an increase of 26} per 
cent., and the increase over the quantity retained in 
the corresponding quarter of 1928 was some 6 per cent. 

The average value of retained imports in the third 
quarter of 1928 was about 94 per cent. below the 
average value in the corresponding quarter of 1924, and 
a further decline since a year ago brought the level 
of average values last quarter some 134 per cent. 
below that of five years ago. In the food, drink and 
tobacco class, average values last quarter were about 
94 per cent. below those of the corresponding period 
of 1924, and 53 per cent. below those ruling a year 
ago. Average values of retained imports of raw mate- 
rials last quarter were 18% per cent. less than in the 
third quarter of 1924 and 5} per cent. less than in the 
third quarter of 1928. The average values of retained 
imports of manufactured articles were slightly higher 
last quarter than in the corresponding quarter of 1928, 
but, as compared with five years ago, they showed a 
decrease of 154 per cent. 

All the groups within the food, drink and tobacco 
class (indicated in the table on page 474), except living 
animals for food, contributed to the net advance in the 
quantity of retained imports last quarter as compared 
with a year ago, large proportionate increases being 
realised in respect of tobacco, of dutiable food and 
drink (largely raw sugar), and of feeding stuffs for 
animals. Average values were less last quarter than 
a year ago in all groups except the meat and the living 
animals groups, which did not show much variation. 
The most pronounced decline in average values, com- 
paring last quarter with the third quarter of 1928, was 
in the dutiable food group, the fall in average values 
of retained imports of raw sugar being an important 
contributory factor in the decrease for the group as a 
whole. For the purpose of the comparisons made 
in this article, tea has been included throughout in the 
non-dutiable food group, the position to which it is 
now assigned in the Trade Accounts. 


In the raw materials class the most conspicuous 
changes in the volume of retained imports last quarter, 
as compared with a year ago, was in respect of crude 
rubber, a large increase resulting from a simultaneous 
advance in total imports and decrease in re-exports. 
Retained imports of most of the other groups of mate- 
rials showed increases over the quantities recorded a 
year ago, the principal exception being the raw cotton 
group, in which retained imports last quarter fell to 
about seven-eighths of the amount retained in the third 
quarter of 1928. Reference to the table on page 474 
shows that retained imports of all textile raw materials 
during the first nine months of 1929 were appreciably 
higher than in the corresponding period of 1924. De- 
creases in average values of wood and timber, of raw 
cotton, and of hides and skins were of importance in 
the net reduction in average value of the raw materials 
class as a whole last quarter, in comparison with that 
of a year earlier, while appreciable increases in average 
values were realised in the raw wool and the raw 
rubber groups. 

The moderate increase in retained imports of manu- 
factured articles (considered in the aggregate) last 
quarter over the quantities retained in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1928 was attributable to advances in 
most of the groups, the most important being in 
vehicles (principally motorears and parts and acces- 
sories thereof), chemicals, dyes and colours, electrical 
goods and apparatus, and miscellaneous textile manu- 
factures. The most important decrease was recorded 
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in respect of the manufactured oils group. In this group 
petroleum products are of predominant importance, 
and although the quantity of refined petroleum im- 
ported last quarter was somewhat in excess of the 
imports during July-September, 1928, the re-exports 
showed a greater advance. As regards average values, 
the change since a year ago in most groups was not 
considerable. The average value of rubber manufac- 
tures retained last quarter, however, showed a material 
decline on that recorded in the third quarter of 1928, 
and a relatively smaller advance in the average value 
of refined oils, etc., was of significance because of the 
quantitative importance of these goods in our import 
trade.

British exports of each of the three principal classes 
of merchandise last quarter were greater in volume 
than in the corresponding quarter of 1928 or of 1924. 
Exports of food, drink and tobacco were nearly 9 per 
cent. greater than a year ago, and about 18? per cent. 
greater than five years ago. As regards raw materials, 
the increase in the volume of exports last quarter, as 
compared with a year earlier, amounted to about 
22? per cent., and as compared with the third quarter 
of 1924 to 94 per cent. Exports of manufactured 
articles were only slightly greater than in the third 
quarter of 1928, but exceeded by 83 per cent. the quan- 
tity recorded in the corresponding quarter of 1924. 

The average values of British exports of food, drink 
and tobacco last quarter were about 16 per cent., of 
raw materials about 27 per cent., and of manufactured 
articles about 154 per cent. less than five years ago, 
but, in comparison with the first quarter of 1928, 
average values of exports of raw materials and of manu- 
factured articles last quarter showed little change, 
although a decrease of about 8} per cent. was registered 
in the average value of exports of food, drink and 
tobacco, as compared with a year ago. 

Exports in the food, drink and tobacco class are 
dominated by the miscellaneous food and drink group 
and the tobacco group, and in each of these groups an 
appreciable advance in exports was made last quarter 
over the quantities recorded in the corresponding 
quarter of 1928, while average values in both groups 
declined from the level of a year ago. 

As regards raw materials, the outstanding factor 
in the increased exports last quarter, as compared 
with a year ago, was the greater exports of coal, which 
slightly exceeded the quantity registered in the third 
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quarter of 1924. The average value of exported coal 
was somewhat higher last quarter than a year ago, but 
was substantially lower than in the third quarter of 
1924. Among the items of minor importance (con- 
sidered in relation to the aggregate for the raw materials 
class as a whole), mention may be made of undressed 
hides and skins; the average value of British exports of 
such goods last quarter was lower than a year ago, but 
it remained much higher than in the corresponding 
quarter of 1924. 

In the manufactured articles class an increase in the 
quantity of British exports last quarter, as compared 
with a year ago, was recorded in all except the cotton, 
the woollen, and the silk groups. Exports of cotton 
manufactures during last quarter were doubtless 
affected by the stoppage in the cotton industry in 
August. Among the more significant variations in the 
volume of exports last quarter, as compared with the 
corresponding quarter of 1928, reference may be made 
to increases in the groups comprising vehicles (notably 
motor vehicles and parts and accessories thereof), iron 
and steel and manufactures thereof, non-ferrous metals 
and manufactures thereof, and chemicals, dyes and 
colours. The most conspicuous variations in average 
values since a year ago (in each case a decline) occurred 
in the groups comprising rubber manufactures and 
leather and manufactures thereof. The leather group 
alone in the manufactured articles class showed an 
average value for exports last quarter at a higher level 
than that recorded five years ago. 


QUARTERLY MOVEMENTS IN THE AVERAGE VALUES AND 
VOLUME OF OuR IMPORTS AND EXPORTS. 


The estimates of our trade at the average values pre- 
vailing at earlier periods which have been used in the 
preceding discussion are based on a comparison of corre- 
sponding quarters in the years under consideration. In 
order to obtain a basis for comparing changes in aver- 
age values in consecutive quarters, the trade of each 
quarter of the base year, 1924, was recalculated at the 
average values for the whole year. The following table 
shows the movement of the average values of imports 
and exports from quarter to quarter in 1924, and also in 
more recent quarterly periods, as related to average 
values during the entire year 1924. The Board of Trade 
Index Number of Wholesale Prices is shown for 
purposes of comparison :—

The above figures of average values of both imports 
and British exports for quarters subsequent to the first 
quarter of 1928 and for the year 1928 are slightly higher 
than they would be normally, owing to the effect on the 
figures of the higher estimated values at which postal 
parcels (non-dutiable goods) have been reckoned in the 
trade returns since the spring of 1928. The table makes 
clear the substantially stable character of average 
values of both total imports and British exports during 
the current year. Average values of re-exports, however, 
have shown a declining tendency since the first quarter 
of 1929. If the last three quarters be compared with 
the corresponding period of 1928, it will be seen that 
average values this year have been at a rather lower 
level than a year ago. The indices for individual 
quarters are affected by seasonal variations in the make- 
up of the totals of trade.

In considering the movements in volume of our over- 
seas trade from quarter to quarter which are shown in 
the above table, due weight must be attached to normal 
seasonal variations in the volume of external trade. 
Before the war, imports were, on the average, lowest in 
volume in the second and third quarters of the year, 
higher in the first quarter, and highest in the last 
quarter. The volume of British exports was, on the 
whole, lowest in the first quarter, and increased in 
subsequent quarters. 


British exports last quarter showed an increase in 
quantity over the exports in the preceding quarter, 
which corresponds closely to the increase realised during 
the second and third quarters of 1928, and also is in 
accordance with the normal seasonal fluctuation. It 
will be noted that last quarter’s domestic exports were 
not far below the volume attained in the fourth quarter 
of 1928, and were appreciably higher than the exports 
in any other quarter of that year. Imports last quarter 
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were considerably greater in volume than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1928, but were sensibly less than in 
either of the earlier quarters of the current year. The 
volume of re-exports last quarter fell away considerably 
from the level attained in the second quarter of this 
year, which was higher than that of the first quarter. 
This variation, which repeats the experience of the two 
preceding years, represents a departure from the 
seasonal fluctuation in re-exports during the years 
1924-26, when the quantities involved were lower in 
the second and third quarters than in the first and last 
quarters of the year. It may be noted that the annual 
value of goods transhipped under bond (which are ex- 
cluded from the records of imports and re-exports) has 
been increasing in recent years.

From the information available as to furnaces in 
biast, it appears that the average output of pig iron per 
furnace for the month of August was 4,050 tons in the 
United Kingdom, 5,630 tons in France, 6,050 tons in 
Belgium, 11,560 tons in Germany, and 17,630 tons in 
the United States. 


FRANCE.—Although the coal output in August was 
slightly reduced as compared with the previous month, 
the aggregate was the second highest of the year. The 
daily rate of pig iron output in August was somewhat 
higher than in July. No marked movement, however, 
has been apparent during recent months, the tonnages 
produced per calendar day in August, July, June and 
May averaging 28,340 tons, 27,840 tons, 28,370 tons 
and 28,470 tons respectively. Furnaces in blast at the 
beginning and end of August numbered 156. Included 
in the August aggregate output (878,650 tons) were 
21,650 tons of forge and Bessemer iron, 128,900 tons of 
foundry, 691,700 tons of basic and 36,400 tons of other 
descriptions of pig iron; the make of basic iron was the 
highest since January. The steel tonnage produced in 
August was the second highest recorded this year. 
Iron and steel prices.—No changes of inland prices 
were reported for September. 


GERMANY.—tThe coal output reached a new high 
aggregate in August; the average daily output, how- 
ever, although higher than in July, was below the March 
and April averages. The daily coal production reported 
for August was 529,350 tons, as against 527,290 tons 
and 523,350 tons in June and July respectively, and 
474,550 tons in August, 1928. After the peak reached 
in July, pig iron production in August showed a slight 
falling-off ; the quantities produced per calendar day in 
August averaged 37,070 tons, as compared with daily 
averages of 38,200 tons, 38,190 tons and 32,720 tons in 
July and June of this year and August, 1928, respect- 
ively. Furnaces in blast at the end of August, how- 
ever, numbered 96, a net reduction of seven since the 
beginning of the month, and of three as compared with 
a year earlier. Included in the August aggregate 
(1,149,040 tons) were 190,840 tons of foundry and 
hematite, 721,820 tons of basic, 2,090 tons of other 
descriptions of pig iron, and 234,800 tons of ferro-alloys. 
Steel production also declined in August ; the aggregate 
tonnage for the month was the lowest since March and 
the average daily tonnage the lowest since December 
last. Production per working day averaged 51,080 tons 
in August (27 working days), 53,430 tons in July (27 
working days) and 48,530 tons in August, 1928 (27 work- 
ing days). The output of finished steel products in 
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August amounted to 996,390 tons, or 36,900 tons per 
day, as compared with 1,013,040 tons (37,520 tons 
daily) in July and 963,680 tons in August, 1928 
(35,690 tons daily). Iron and steel prices.—Inland 
prices current during September were unchanged from 
the previous month. 


BELGIUM.—tThe seasonal reduction of coal output 
in the third quarter of the year was mainly responsible 
for the lowered August aggregate. Daily production 
averaged 84,990 tons in August (25°7 working days), as 
compared with 83,780 tons in July (26-2 working days), 
87,640 tons in June (24°7 working days) and 86,420 tons 
in August, 1928 (25-6 working days). Pig iron produc- 
tion in August continued at about the level which hag 
prevailed since April last; the quantities made per 
calendar day averaged 11,030 tons, which compares 
with 11,030 tons, 11,220 tons, 11,050 tons and 11,020 
tons in July, June, May and April respectively. Fur- 
naces in blast at the end of August numbered 57, a net 
increase of one since the beginning of the month. The 
output of steel ingots and castings was the highest so 
far recorded this year. The production of finished steel 
products amounted to 300,940 tons in August, 293,530 
tons in July and 288,470 tons in August, 1928. Iron 
and steel prices.—The feature of the movement of 
prices on the Belgian iron and steel market during Sep- 
tember was the weakness of finished steel products; 
reductions, which were general, ranged from Is. 6d. per 
ton in the case of joists to 3s. 6d. per ton for steel bars, 
flats and squares. Semi-products showed a lower 
tendency early in the month, but subsequently re- 
covered and gained slightly. No important movement 
was reported for plates and sheets. Export prices 
(f.0.b. Antwerp) at the end of September included the 
following :—Pig iron, No. 3 foundry, £3 12s.; billets 
(2-24 in.), £4 18s. ; sheet bars, £4 18s. ; joists (standard 
sections), £5 1s. 6d.; plates (7% in.), £6 6s.; medium 
sheets (7, in.), £6 16s.; and thin sheets (,4, mm.), 
£11 5s.; all prices per metric ton. 


UNITED STATES.—The aggregate of 44,503,000 
tons of coal produced in August included 89,187,000 
tons of bituminous and 5,316,000 tons of anthracite 
coal. Daily output in the bituminous industry averaged 
1,451,000 tons in August (27 working days), against 
1,395,000 tons in July (26 working days) and 1,359,000 
tons in August, 1928 (27 working days). The bitu- 
minous production, both in the aggregate and in the 
daily average, was the highest since February. For 
anthracite, the output in August (27 working days), 
July (26 working days) and August, 1928 (27 working 
days), averaged 197,000 tons, 171,000 tons and 228,000 
tons daily respectively. Pig iron production declined 
further from the record rate of May last. The quanti- 
ties made averaged 121,150 tons per calendar day, as 
compared with daily averages of 122,100 tons, 123,910 
tons, 125,750 tons and 122,090 tons in July, June, May 
and April respectively. Furnaces in blast at the end of 
August numbered 210, a net reduction of six from the 
beginning of the month. The daily output of steel 
ingots was also reduced, and averaged 182,440 tons in 
August (27 working days), as compared with 186,080 
tons in July (26 working days), 195,300 tons in May 
(27 working days) and 154,760 tons in August, 1928 
(27 working days). Iron and steel prices.—There was 
some weakening of finished steel prices during Sep- 
tember, Pittsburg and New York quotations for bars 
declining by 0-05 cents to 1:90 cts. and 2°24 cts. per |b. 
respectively. The Pittsburg price for structural shapes 
was also reduced by 0:05 cts. to 1:90 cts. per lb. (to 
large buyers). Scrap prices, in keeping with the decline 
of steel works’ operations, continued to fall during the 
month; end of September prices (per English ton) for 
heavy smelting steel at Pittsburg, Philadelphia and 
Chicago were 17 dollars 75 cts., 16 dols., and 14 dols. 
50 cts. respectively, these quotations representing 
corresponding reductions of 1 dol., 50 cts., and 75 cts. 
from the beginning of the month. No alterations in pig 
iron prices or in the prices of semi-finished steel pro- 
ducts were recorded during September.

CANADIAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner of Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that 
between 26th September and 9th October the following 
quantities of Canadian fruit were shipped to United 
Kingdom ports :—Apples, 44,500 boxes, 81,400 barrels, 
and 5,600 half barrels; plums, 7,100 crates; pears, 
1,000 boxes, 100 barrels, and 50 half barrels. 


According to the Fruit Branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture, Canada’s commercial apple 
crop of 1929 is likely to reach 3,731,380 barrels. This 
figure is arrived at on the basis of the condition re- 
ported as on Ist September, the estimate based on the 
condition on Ist August having been 3,599,955 barrels. 

The revised estimate indicates a prospective harvest 
of apples in Canada this year approximately 500,000 
barrels more than in 1928 and 750,000 barrels in excess 
of the five-year average 1924-28.

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the season and crops for 
the weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL AND MONSOON. 


Caleutta, 21st October.—During the week ended 
20th October rainfall was general in Lower Burma, 
Malabar and South Bengal on one day; elsewhere it 
was widespread and heavy. 

The monsoon was active in North-East India and 


North Madras. 
CROPS. 


Madras, 12th October.—During the past week rain- 
fall has been heavy on the West Coast and moderate 
elsewhere. The condition of standing crops is fairly 
good. 


Bihar and Orissa, 14th October.—Rainfall has been 
general, being heavy in Bhagalpur and parts of Patna, 
Durbhanga and Hazaribugh and light to moderate else- 
where. The recent falls of rain have been beneficial 
to standing crops, and the condition is good in most 
districts. In the Feudatory States of Orissa and Chota 
Nagpur the weather has been seasonable ; sugar cane is 
thriving. 


United Provinces, 5th October.—There has been 
light to moderate rain, except in a few districts, which 
has been beneficial to standing khariff crops, and has 
facilitated the preparation of land for rabi. More rain 
is needed in some districts. Reports have been received 
of damage by locusts in eleven districts and by hail in 
four. The condition of standing crops is satisfactory, 
though there has been some withering owing to a lack 
of sufficient moisture. Prospects are fair. 


Bombay, 19th October.—Light rain has been lacking, 
but crops are doing well on the previous moisture ex- 
cept in parts of North Guzerat, where they are suffer- 
ing from locusts and a want of moisture. In Sind there 
has been light rain in the north but none elsewhere. 
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Standing crops are doing well except that damage has 
been done to cotton by boll-worms and to rice by rats. 

Bengal, 16th October.—Rainfall has been light and 
scattered and favourable for agricultural operations. 
The condition and prospects of standing crops are 
favourable. 





Central Provinces, 14th October.—The weather has 
been clear and warm, with only occasional clouds. No 
rain has fallen, and standing crops have suffered in 
Saugor and Damoh owing to the prolonged break in the 
rains; more rain is also needed elsewhere. Otherwise 
the condition of standing crops is good. There has 
been light to moderate rain in the Feudatory States, 
and the condition of standing crops is good. 


Punjab, 14th October.—The weather has been dry 
except for light rain in parts of the North-West 
Montane tracts. Rain is badly needed. The condition 
of standing irrigated crops is average to good and of 
unirrigated crops is below the average to average. 
Standing crops have been somewhat damaged by 
locusts over the greater part of the province. There 
have been high winds in parts of the South-East. 


Assam, 21st October.—The weather has been favour- 
able, and crop prospects are fair except in the Lushai 
Hills, where paddy has been damaged by rodents. 





MALAYAN IMPORTS OF CONFECTIONERY, 
CHOCOLATE AND COCOA. 


Imports of confectionery into the Federated Malay 
States during the first half of 1929 totalled 186,056 lbs., 
as compared with 128,293 lbs. in the corresponding 
period of 1928, reports the Malayan Information 
Agency in London. During the same time imports of 
chocolate and cocoa amounted to 65,345 lbs., as com- 
pared with 39,818 lbs. 





WEST INDIES CROPS AND TRADE. 


Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas) 
have forwarded the following information received 
from their managers in the British West Indies :— 


Barbados.—Although the sugar canes look healthy, 
more rain is desirable. Trade is unusually dull, even 
for this time of year. Indications point to an expan- 
sion in next season’s tourist traffic. Trinidad.—The 
present weather conditions are entirely suitable to the 
growing crops. Trade generally is inactive. Jamaica. 
—Good rains have fallen throughout the Island. 
Banana shipments from ist January to 24th Septem- 
ber amounted to 16,608,554 stems, an increase of 
4,032,107 stems over the corresponding period of last 
year. Trade is a little brighter. 


Leeward Islands.—Dominica has had hot rainy 
weather. The lime crop promises to be a good one. 
The local government has ordered from England an 
oil-driven electric-lighting plant in substitution for the 
water-driven plant. In St. Kitts the weather con- 
tinues favourable, and the young sugar canes are 
looking exceptionally well. The cotton crop has 
yielded more per acre than usual. Intermittent 
showers have been experienced in Antigua, where more 
rain is wanted. 


Windward Islands.—In Grenada beneficial rains 
have fallen. Shipments of cocoa from 1st October, 
1928, to 3lst August, 1929, were 51,676 bags, com- 
pared with 52,474 bags for the previous corresponding 
period. Exports of nutmegs at 11,643 packages show 
a slight decline of 1,509 packages. St. Lucia has ex- 
perienced heavy and continuous rains, and sugar canes 
are in good condition. Trade in green limes is extend-

ing, and plantations in the drier areas are carrying 
good crops. In St. Vincent weather conditions con. 
tinue favourable. 


British Guiana.—The few showers have been accept. 
able during the hot weather. Grinding on some sugar 
estates has commenced, and the yield is good. A 
record crop of rice is predicted, and quality shows 
marked improvement. The timber’ trade has 
been more active. The following are comparative 
figures of the principal exports during the first eight 
months of this and last year:—Bauxite, 124,650 
tons, against 120,317 tons; copra, 5,821,154 lbs., 
against 3,818,349 lbs.; rice, 19,158,494 lbs., against 
26,630,120 lbs.; sugar, 45,696 tons, against 66,315 
tons; and timber, 215,646 cubic feet, against 118,359 
cubic feet. 





LATVIAN BUTTER EXPORTS. 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports 
that during September last exports of butter amounted 
to 1,636 tons, valued at 6,900,000 lats, as compared 
with 1,281 tons, valued at 5,400,000 lats, in Sep- 
tember, 1928. The bulk of the butter went to Ger- 
many, while small quantities were consigned to Great 
Britain and Denmark.

PARIS INTERNATIONAL WIRELESS 
EXHIBITION. 


The British Embassy in Paris, reporting on the first 
International Exhibition of Wireless and Kindred In- 
dustries held in that city. (from 27th September to 
13th October), states that the total number of stands 
was 117, foreign exhibitors occupying 28. Of this 
number American firms occupied 14, German five, 
British four, Dutch two, Swiss two, and Austrian one. 
The foreign firms (and particularly the German, 
American and Austrian makers) were, however, con- 
siderably more numerous than the total of 28 shown, 
as a number of stands included displays of goods by 
several firms. 

Little technical progress was to be observed among 
the sets displayed, and there was an absence of that 
simplification of control which, according to newspaper 
articles, gives British and other foreign sets an ad- 
vantage over French. The two outstanding character- 
istics of the Exhibition were increased attention to 
cabinet work and the impetus given to the gramophone 
industry by the invention of the electro-magnetic pick- 
up. Fully half the exhibitors included gramophones or 
pick-ups among their displays. The most interesting 
innovations were a frame aerial designed to conform to 
the Heavyside law, and the goniometric aerial, in bee- 
hive form, while a new note was struck by the enclosing 
of aerials in polished wooden cases. A British firm 
showed transparent glass insulators, while a number of 
components in which quartz was used as an insulator 
were also exhibited. 

As regards prices, German receiving sets and acces- 
sories (in particular, the new electrodynamic loud 
speakers) were in several cases appreciably lower in 
price than those of French manufacture.

BRITISH GUIANA. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


The total value of the trade of British Guiana (including 
bullion and specie) during the year under review was 
£5,580,450, a decrease of £229,196 on the trade of the 
previous year, states the British Guiana Report for 1928 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 1s. 3d. net). Of this amount, 
imports represented £2,470,926 and exports £3,109,524. 

The value of goods in transit to other countries tran- 

shipped direct in Colony ports was £161,585, as compared 
with £186,447 in 1927, while the value of imports (less re- 
exports and excluding bullion and specie) was £2,390,666, a 
decrease of not quite 2 per cent. on those of the previous 
year. 
' The total value of domestic produce shipped was 
£3,031,603, being a decrease of 7-1 per cent. on the exports 
of 1927. The main items responsible for this drop in value 
were diamonds, sugar, balata, and timber, which showed de- 
clines of £228,355, £138,108, £28,138, and £11,747 re- 
spectively. Rice exports were the largest since the inception 
of this industry, 40,506,251 lb., to the value of £232,114, 
having been shipped. The 1927 exports were 25,752,411 Ib., 
valued at £150,806. 

The increase in exports of copra was also substantial, the 
quantity shipped being 7,841,944 lb., valued at £73,442, as 
compared with 2,605,818 lb., at a value of £24,276, exported 
in 1927. 

Coffee showed an increase over 1927 exports of 489,229 Ib., 
valued at £14,393, the shipment for the year under review 
being 919,772 lb., valued at £28,736. The quantity of rum 
shipped was 1,269,923 proof gailons, at a value of £120,060, 
an increase over 1927, when the exports were 1,081,020 proof 
gallons, valued at £107,592. 

Sugar to the extent of 114,687 tons, valued at £1,692,639, 
was exported, and although the quantity was greater than 
that of the previous year by 5,071 tons, yet there was a 
large decrease in value, amounting to £138,108. 

The chief imports from the United States were pickled 
meat, £25,423, and leaf tobacco, £9,034. 


All of the bauxite exported (167,616 tons, valued at ~ 


£174,915) went to the United States, which country also took 
849,866 gallons of molasses, valued at £8,853. 


TRADE WITH UNITED KINGDOM AND CANADA. 


The United Kingdom accounted for slightly over 40 per 
cent. of the total trade, or about the same percentage as in 
the previous year. Imports at 55 per cent. showed a small 
percentage increase on those of 1927, while exports at 31 per 
cent. dropped to the extent of 2 per cent. 

Canada’s 30 per cent. of the total trade was about the 
same proportion as in 1927. 

The principal imports from the United Kingdom were :— 
Cotton piece-goods, £206,052; metal manufactures, £83,355; 
manures, £70,193; bags and sacks, £61,482; edible oils, 
£54,474; manufactured tobacco, £47,326; and common soap, 
£42,038; while the main supplies from Canada were:— 
Flour, £239,148; fresh vegetables, £31,921; lumber, £28,669 ; 
oats, £23,990; boots and shoes, £21,753; and motor cars, 
£21,578. 

The total value of domestic exports to the United 
Kingdom amounted to £939,494, of which sugar was re- 
sponsible for £566,312; diamonds, £126,394; rum, £92,978; 
and balata, £46,135. Other exports to the Mother Country 
were copra (£45,924), gold (£15,770), and molasses (£15,021). 

Canada was again the Colony’s best market for her pro- 
duce, the value of the export trade with her being 
£1,129,805. The principal exports to the Dominion were 
sugar (£1,122,401), molasses (£3,273), and rum (£3,136). Of 
the sugar exported, 67 per cent. went to Canada, as com- 
pared with 65 per cent. in 1927.

THE AGRICULTURAL IMPLEMENTS 
INDUSTRY. 


(From the High Commissioner of Canada in London.) 


In a country so largely devoted to farming as Canada 
the industries connected with the production of agricultural

implements must necessarily assume an important place 
among the manufacturing industries. 


The immense crop harvested during the year 1928, follow- 
ing a series of excellent seasons, led to the expenditure of 
still more money on agricultural implements and machinery 
than in 1927. This expenditure is calculated by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa to have reached 
66,532,919 dollars, as compared with the 1927 total of 
52,537,820 dols. 


The production of implements in Canadian factories 
during the year reached a total value of 41,199,841 dols.. 
as compared with 42,996,288 dols in 1927. Exports, includ- 
ing re-exports, declined from 16,559,806 dols. to 14,560,412 
dols. Of the total, 24 per cent. went to the United States, 
22 per cent. to the Argentine Republic, 11 per cent. to 
Australia, and 9 per cent. to British South Africa. There 
was, however, a large advance in imports, the total value 
rising from 26,101,338 dols. to 39,893,490 dols. Traction 
engines and parts registered the greatest advance at 
21,050,658 dols., as against 13,828,888 dols. Of the total im- 
ports almost 99 per cent. came from the United States and 
less than 1 per cent. from Great Britain. 


The Canadian agricultural implements manufacturing 
industry is carried on by 66 firms, 44 of which are located 
in Ontario; 11 in Quebec; five in Manitoba; four in 
Alberta; and one each in Prince Edward Island and 
Saskatchewan. These plants reported a working capital of 
91,142,820 dols.; the monthly pay-roll averaged 10,867 
people, who received 13,599,953 dols. in salaries and wages; 
purchased materials cost 17,607,861 dols., and the value 
added by manufacturing processes amounted to 23,591,980 
dols. 


Products made by these firms included harvesting 
machines, valued at 9,465,856 dols.; tillage implements such 
as ploughs, harrows, cultivators, etc., 6,508,063 dols.; wash- 
ing machines, 5,301,833 dols.; planting and_ seeding 
machines, mostly drills, 2,835,797 dols.; parts and acces- 
sories for agricultural implements, 2,631,323 dols.; haying 
machinery, 2,005,577 dols.; dairy equipment, 1,841,48¢ 
dols.; miscellaneous farm equipment, 1,081,745 dols.; hand 
tools, 591,809 dols.; and other products of a similar nature.

SOMALILAND. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 


The results of the drought are reflected in the trade 
returns for the past year, states the Somaliland Report for 
1928 (H.M. Stationery Office, price 1s. 3d. net). There has 
been a general falling in trade, for the depletion in cattle, 
sheep and goats has for the time being deprived the native 
of his principal purchasing power. What little possessions 
were left to the native have mostly been sold in order to 
purchase rice, dates and sugar, the import of which con- 
sequently shows a considerable increase. There was a sub. 
stantial falling off in the production of ghee, owing to 
shortage of milk. 


The value of the Protectorate sea-borne trade during 1928 
was Rs. 1,57,77,713, as against Rs. 1,06,10,783 in the pre- 
vious year. Of this amount imports accounted for 
Rs. 82,51,443 and exports Rs. 75,26,270, as compared with 
Rs. 57,21,663 and Rs. 48,89,120 respectively in 1927. 


IMPORTS AND EXPporTs. 


The principal imports were American grey sheeting, 
9,750 yards; Japanese grey sheeting, 2,161,230 yds.; white 
longcloth, 1,036,510 yds. (from the United Kingdom); 
dates, 1,211,592 cwts. (from Persian Gulf); rice, 208,462 
cwts. (from India); and sugar, 69,612 cwts. (from Java and 
Mauritius). 

As regards exports, the chief items were :—Bullocks, 877, 
to Aden; sheep and goats, 55,948, the bulk to Aden; goats 
18,595, to Aden; sheep and goat skins, 3,773,940 cwts., and 
hides, 2,404 cwts., chiefly to Europe and America; gums 
and resins, 14,678 cwts., to Europe and India. It may be 
stated that in 1927 exports of gums and resins amounted 
to only 5,047 ewts. Ghee to the amount of 1,168 cwts. was 
exported to Aden.

TRADE CONDITIONS. 


The usual seasonal improvement-in wholesale business is 
taking place, report the general managers of the Standard 
Bank of South Africa, but prospects are affected by the 
lower prices for many items of farm produce, which, in 
spite of the excellent farming season that has been experi- 
enced, will probably lead to a reduction in the purchasing 
power of the farming community. Retail trade is still 
rather quiet. 

The Transvaal gold output in September (25 working 
days) amounted to 849,553 fine ozs., valued at £3,608,672, 
compared with 889,601 fine ozs., valued at £3,778,785, in 
August (27 working days). The average daily output in- 
creased from 32,948 to 33,982 ozs., and the native labour 
supply rose slightly from 190,062 to 190,567. The diamond 
market remains quiet, with prices fairly firm. 

Railway earnings from 8th September to 5th October 
were £2,093,815, or £53,815 above the estimate. Total earn- 
ings from Ist April to 5th October were £13,635,057, or 
£62,086 below the estimate, compared with £13,277,489 in 
the corresponding period of 1928. 


Crops AND MARKETS. 


Local maize prices have declined somewhat in sympathy 
with the lower markets overseas, but are still above the 
overseas parity, in consequence of holders’ unwillingness to 
release stocks. Export business is consequently restricted, 
and the Railway Administration reports that the elevator 
system is congested, especially in the country districts where 
white flat varieties predominate. 

Exports of citrus fruits during September amounted to 
213,764 cases, compared with 184,174 cases in September, 
1928. The total for the season to the end of September 
was 1,092,833 cases, as against 751,746 in the corresponding 
period of last season. 

The local wool season has opened at fully 10 per cent. 
below the July closing rates. At this level demand from 
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Bradford and the Continent is fairly good, and prices are 
expected to become stabilised on about the present basis. 
The clip is in better condition, and probably of better yield 
than last season. The mohair market remains quiet with 
little business; prices are nominally unchanged. Sheepskins 
have declined in sympathy with wool. Prices for hides are 
slightly lower; goatskins are firm. In the ostrich feather 
market demand for cheaper wings is well maintained, but 
better class wings are neglected. There is good enquiry for 
shorts. 

The manufacturing industries show a seasonal improve- 
ment, though activity in some centres is still below normal. 
Anxiety is expressed regarding the effect of the breakdown 
of the Rhodesian Customs conference on exports of Union 
manufactures to Rhodesia. Business in fencing materials is 
showing the expected seasonal tendency to decline. The 
demand for harvesting machinery for the wheat crop is 
good, but sales of pumping machinery have naturally fallen 
off in consequence of the recent good rains. The further 
outlook is affected by the expected decrease in the farmers’ 
purchasing power in consequence of the lower prices for 
wool.

CHILE. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1928. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Santiago reports 
that during the year under review imports and exports 
amounted in value to 1,200,034,220 pesos and 1,964,269,106 
pesos, as compared with 1,072,991,063 pesos and 1,689,667 ,556 
pesos in 1927. It will be seen, therefore, that there has been 
a marked increase in the values of both imports and exports 
over the figures for 1927, as well as in the balance of trade, 
which is again favourable to Chile. 

The principal sources of the imports during 1928 were 
the United States, 368,912,175 pesos; Great Britain, 
212,477,552 pesos, and Germany, 167,189,106 pesos. The 
United States increased the value of her exports to Chile 
by some 50 million pesos, and Germany by about 30 million 
pesos, while Great Britain’s increase over the figures for 
1927 was only 15 million pesos. 

Chief among the countries of destination of the exports 
for 1928 were Great Britain, who took products to the value 
of 674,552,076 pesos; the United States, 666,897,849 pesos; 
Germany, 184,037,379 pesos; France, 108,326,807 pesos; and 
Belgium, 55,939,771 pesos. 


PRINCIPAL IMPORTS. 


Products of the textile industry, to the value of 
298,423,232 pesos, formed the largest group of the imports 
during last year, followed by machinery, tools, etc., for 
industrial use. This latter group includes mining tools 
and machinery, agricultural machinery and implements, 
industrial machinery, boilers, motors and electrical appa- 
ratus and material, which were imported to the value of 
129,582,728 pesos; miscellaneous manufactures, in which are 
included pottery and glass, furniture, paper, jewellery, 
scientific instruments, indiarubber manufactures, furs, etc., 
amounted to 124,943,060 pesos; materials, etc., for trans- 
port, including railway and tramway material, shipping 
material, motor vehicles, aircraft, carriages, trucks, ete., 
124,763,188 pesos; the groups of products of chemical in- 
dustry, which includes explosives, paints and dyes, indus- 
trial alcohols, drugs, medicines, etc., accounts for 
118,634,500 pesos; iron, steel and other metals imported 
figure at 99,181,119 pesos; manufactured foodstuffs at 
93,542,659 pesos; agricultural produce at 79,155,996 pesos ; 
minerals at 68,893,510 pesos; live animals, woods, leather 
and skins, poultry, etc., at 46,894,977 pesos; timber, fish, 
etc., at 6,629,784 pesos; wines, liquors, ales and mineral 
waters at 4,219,935 pesos; silver, gold and notes at 
3,885,383 pesos; and manufactured tobacco, cigars and 
cigarettes at 1,284,179 pesos. 





FRANCE, 


DIRECTION OF TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST. 


(From the British Ambassador.) 
Paris. 
The returns of French foreign trade with individual coun- 
tries, as summarised in the daily press, show that during the 
first eight months of 1929 the value of imports from Great 
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Britain amounted to 3,943 million francs, as against 3,699 
million frs. in the corresponding period of last year, an in- 
crease of 244 million frs. There was a fall in imports from 
Brazil, Holland, Italy, Japan, Portugal and Spain, but a 
rise in those from all other countries separately classified in 
the returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain in the first 
eight months of this year amounted to 5,062 million frs., as 
against 5,360 million frs., a decrease of 298 million frs. 
There was a rise in exports to Belgium and Luxemburg, 
Czechoslovakia, Denmark, Italy, Japan, Portugal, Soviet 
Russia and Jugo-Slavia, but a fall in those to all other 
countries separately classified. 

The value of French imports from all foreign countries for 
the first eight months of 1929 amounted to 34,846 million 
frs., as against 30,173 million frs. in January-August, 1928, 
an increase of 4,673 million frs.; that of exports was 26,908 
million frs., as against 28,146 million frs., a decrease of 
1,238 million frs. The value of French imports from 
colonies and protectorates amounted to 4,760 million frs., as 
against 4,278 million frs., an increase of 482 million frs., and 
that of exports to them totalled 5,893 million frs., as against 
5,197 million frs., an increase of 696 million frs. 

French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed an unfavourable balance during the first eight 
months of the year of 7,938 million frs., as against one of 
2,027 million frs. in the similar period of 1928. The trade of 
France with her colonies and protectorates, on the other 
hand, showed a favourable balance of 1,133 million frs., as 
compared with 919 million frs. 





GERMANY. 


THE PIANO INDUSTRY. 


The chief centres of the German piano industry are 
Leipzig, Thuringia, Berlin and Stuttgart, states the Report 
on Economic and Financial Conditions in Germany (H.M 
Stationery Office, price 3s. 6d. net). Some four hundred 
concerns are engaged in production, 35 per cent. of which 
employ less than 20 workers, 30 per cent. over 100 workers, 
and only one factory over 1,000 workers. The mechanical 
parts are produced in special factories equipped with par- 
ticular precision machines, the frames are manufactured in 
special departments of foundries, the chords, pins and metal 
fittings by Westphalian wire drawers and the Hagen small 
ironware industry. Among all these conventions exist, that 
of -the manufacturers of mechanical parts having sixteen 
members. The keyboards are also manufactured in special 
factories which work for the account of the piano manufac- 
turers proper. ‘These produce only the housing and the 
sound board. Polish pine is.used for the former and sup- 
plies from Bukowina and Roumania for the latter, the 
factories assembling the various parts. 

In the summer of last year 53 of the more important 
makers formed a syndicate, the chief objects of which are 
the joint purchase of materials, the standardisation and 
cheapening of production, the fixing of terms and prices 
and the sale of pianos on the instalment system. 


ANNUAL PRODUCTION. 

The annual production capacity of the industry is esti- 
mated at 150,000 instruments, of which some 7,000 are 
player pianos, but it is working far below capacity. In 
1927 the total production amounted to 103,000 instruments 
and fell in 1928 to some 79,000. In 1928, 30,552 upright 
pianos, to a value of 30-9 million marks were exported, as 
compared with 36,820, to a value of 37:8 million mks. in 
1927, and 3,799 grand and square pianos, to a value of 
8:3 million mks., as against 3,300, of a value of 6-8 million 
mks., in 1927. 

PRINCIPAL MARKETS. 

The chief markets for upright pianos are Argentina and 
Italy, followed by Holland, Brazil, Sweden, South Africa 
and Australia. To the latter country in 1928, however, 
exports were less than one-half than in the preceding year. 
Exports of grand pianos went chiefly to the United Kingdom 
and Holland. 





ITALY. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUST. 


The total value of imports and exports during the first 
eight months of the current year was 14,685-4 million lire 
and 9,560-2 million lire, as compared with 14,343-1 million 
lire and 9,158-6 million lire respectively in the period 
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January-August, 1928, states the Association of Italian 
Corporations, Rome.

FOREIGN TRADE IN MARCH QUARTER. 


Imports and exports during the first quarter of the 
current year amounted in value to 689,411,594 yen and 
496,505,717 yen, .as compared with 616,606,388 yen and 
474,455,237 yen respectively in the first three months of 
1928, states the Quarterly Report of Financial and 
Economic Conditions in Japan issued by the Ministry of 
Finance, Tokio. It will be seen that the trade balance 
during the period under review was an adverse one, and 
amounted to 192,905,877 yen, as against an unfavourable 
balance of 142,151,151 yen in the corresponding months 
of 1928. 


The increase of imports was mainly due to cotton, but 
there need be no cause for apprehension in regard to the 
rise as these imports during the first six months of last year 
were unusually small. 

Exports of raw silk and silk fabrics were considerably 
larger, while those of cotton fabrics were slightly smaller 
in consequence of the inactivity of trade with China. 





LATVIA. 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY-JUNE. 


The Latvian Consulate-General in London reports that 
during the first half of the current year imports and 
exports amounted in value to 175,127,000 Lats and 
100,213,000 Lats, as compared with 130,218,000 Lats and 
120,337,000 Lats respectively in the first six months of 1928.

FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST. 

The British Commercial Secretary at Warsaw reports 

that during August imports and exports amounted in 
value to 226,535,000 zloty (£5,237,000) and 280,717,000 
zloty (£6,490,000) respectively, an excess in the value of 
the latter over the former of 54,182,000 zloty (£1,252,000). 
The relevant figures for August, 1928, were:—Imports 
£5,969,000 and exports £4,529,000. It will thus be seen 
that imports were smaller by £732,000 and exports larger 
by £1,961,000 than in the corresponding month of last 
year. 
' The deficit in the foreign trade balance during the first 
eight months of the current year amounted to £8,517,000, 
as compared with £16,420,000 in the corresponding period 
of 1928. The improvement in the trade balance was due 
to larger exports of foodstuffs and live stock, as those of 
combustibles, timber, etc., do not show any marked differ- 
ence as compared with previous months, and to a reduction 
of imports, which have been falling steadily during the last 
few months. 

It would be premature to make any prediction as to 
whether the favourable character of the Polish foreign 
trade balance will be maintained; both the Government 
and the trade hesitate to express their view, but there is 
reason to believe that the discrepancy between imports and 
exports—if any—should be smaller than was the case during 
the first six months of the current year, as the purchasing 
power of the country is at present lower, and as the efforts 
to increase exports are now greater, than they ever have 
been before.

ALGERIA. 


PHOSPHATE PRODUCTION AND EXPORTS. 
(From the British Vice-Consul.) 
ALGIERS. 

The production of phosphate last year totalled 817,074 
tons, as compared with 919,108 tons in the previous year, 
929,355 tons in 1926, 815,116 tons in 1925, and 671,321 tons 
in 1924. The centre of the phosphate industry is in the 
Department of Constantine, through which two rich seams 
run from west to east. One, situated in the north of the 
Department, passes through Souk-Ahras, Setif, Bordj- 
Bou-Arreridj, and then threads its way along the base of 
the median chain. The second seam is much further south 
and is to be found in the districts surrounding Tebessa and 
the Djebel-Onk. 

There are still in Southern Algeria vast phosphate de- 
posits awaiting exploitation. The most important of these 
unworked regions is the Djebel-Onk, about 100 kilometres 
to the south of Tebessa. These deposits are said to be by far 
the richest yet discovered in Algeria. The phosphate is of a 
very high content and the deposits offer the advantage of

POLAND. 


OUTPUT AND EXPORTS IN AUGUST. 
(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 
Warsaw. 

The output of coal in August amounted to 3,942,000 
metric tons, as compared with 4,023,892 tons in the pre- 
vious month, and 3,416,000 tons in August, 1928. Of 
this quantity 2,971,000 tons werefrom Upper Silesia, 
742,000 tons from the Dombrowa, and 229,000 tons from 
the Cracow field. 

The internal consumption (dispatches by rail from the 
mines) was 2,212,000 tons against 2,237,988 tons in July, 
and stocks in hand at the end of the month totalled 
887,000 tons, against 914,472 tons at the close of July. 

Exports amounted in round figures to 1,487,000 tons, 
were dispatched via Danzig, 
242,000 tons via Gdynia, and the balance of 417,000 tons 
The total was 116,000 tons higher 
than in the previous month and 235,000 tons greater than 
in August, 1928.

UNITED KINGDOM. 


LLOYD’S REGISTER OF SHIPPING: REPORT 
FOR 1928-29. 


For the year ended 30th June, 1929, there is a slight de- 
cline in the volume of new tonnage classed as compared 
with the corresponding figures for the previous year, which, 
owing to special circumstances, showed a somewhat ab- 
normal increase over the preceding years, states the Annual 
Report of Lloyd’s Register of Shipping. 


Considering the difficult conditions under which ship- 
owners and shipbuilders have been carrying on their 
business, the result is much better than could have been 
anticipated a year ago. Although there seems to be no 
prospect of the high water mark of pre-war production 
being reached in the near future, the figures relating to 
work in hand at the end of the present period indicate that 
the level attained during the last two years may be main- 
tained during the ensuing year, if no labour troubles inter- 
fere with the natural flow of business. It is to be hoped, 
in the interest of all concerned, that any difficulties in this 
direction will be safely surmounted, as it is well known that 
on the one hand shipbuilders have been carrying out con- 
tracts at very small profit, or even in some cases at an 
actual loss, and that on the other hand freights have been 
so unremunerative that shipowners have been deterred from 
ordering new tonnage to the extent that they would other- 
wise have done. 


The total of new tonnage to which classes have been 
assigned by the Committee during the twelve months ended 
30th June, 1929, amounts to 547 vessels, of 1,748,507 tons 
gross, while the corresponding figures for the year ended 
30th June, 1928, were 578 vessels, of 1,885,533 tons gross. 
Plans for 589 vessels, of 1,766,130 tons, were passed by the 
Society in the course of the year. These figures are appre- 
ciably in excess of those for the previous twelve months 
(476 vessels, of 1,454,050 tons). Of this projected tonnage, 
67:5 per cent. (1,191,415 tons) was intended to be built in 
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Great Britain and Ireland, and 32-5 per cent. (574,715 tons) 
in other countries.

If to these figures be added the number of vessels under 
construction to the Society’s classification at the end of the 
period under review, viz.:—417 vessels of 1,777,011 tons, 
it will be seen that the aggregate of shipping coming under 
the wgis of the classification of Lloyd’s Register comprises 
10,157 vessels of nearly 33} million tons gross. Moreover, 
the current editions of the British and American Yacht 
Registers record, among others, 542 yachts now holding the 
Society’s class. Of this number, 220 are steel and iron 
vessels, 192 are of the International Rating Classes, while 
the remainder are wood and composite yachts. 


BuiILpING Systems: Orn TANKERS. 


The Isherwood system of longitudinal framing has been 
adopted in the construction of 49 vessels, of 292,420 tons, 
completed under the Society’s survey during the course of 
the year, all of which, with the exception of two of 4,154 
tons, are intended for the carriage of oil in bulk. 


In addition, 16 vessels, of 69,091 tons, have been con- 
structed upon the combined longitudinal and transverse 
system, all of which, with the exception of two vessels, of 
10,758 tons, are intended for carrying oil in bulk. 





Vessels of all types of construction intended for bulk oil 
carrying, and built under the Society’s superintendence 
during the last twelve months, amounted to 85 vessels, of 
419,879 tons gross, or 23-8 per cent. of the total tonnage 
classed during the period. 


STtramM TURBINES: OIL AND PULVERISED COAL. 


The total number of vessels fitted with steam turbines 
classed during the period amounted to 14 vessels, of 167,337 
tons gross. With the exception of one vessel (s.s. ‘* Viceroy 
of India,’’ 19,648 tons) in which the turbo-electric drive 
is employed, all the turbines are used in association with 
reduction gearing, in seven cases the single reduction type 
being employed and in the remainder the double reduction 
type. 

In the course of the year 62 vessels, of 351,113 tons— 
36-9 per cent. of the total tonnage of new steamers classed 
during the period—were fitted for burning oil fuel for 
steam raising. The continued increase which has taken 
place in the gross tonnage of vessels either originally fitted 
to burn oil fuel or subsequently converted for that purpose 
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will be readily observed from the details given in the fol- 


lowing table :—

It should be understood that these figures refer to vessels 
which are fitted with installations for burning oil fuel in 
the furnaces of their boilers. It should not, however, 
necessarily be assumed that all such steamers are using 
oil, in view of the fact that a number of these installa- 
tions can readily be replaced by coal-burning fittings when 
occasion demands the use of coal in preference to oil. 

Attention was directed in last year’s Report to the ex- 
ceptionally interesting development in marine propulsion 
which is taking place by the use of pulverised coal as fuel 
for firing marine boilers. This system has now passed the 
initial experimental stage. Several vessels have been fitted 
with pulverised coal installations under the inspection of 
the Society’s Surveyors, and other vessels are also being 
similarly fitted. The Committee of Lloyd’s Register are 
continuing to keep in close touch with the further experi- 
ments in connection with this system, the success of which 
is fraught with consequences of the most far-reaching im- 
portance to the coal industries of this and other countries. 


MorTorRSHIPs. 


New vessels fitted with internal combustion engines, to 
which classes have been assigned by the Committee during 
the period, amounted to 170, of 786,353 tons gross, of which 
159, of 785,921 tons, have engines using heavy oil. It is 
of interest to note that of the total number of vessels fitted 
with engines of this type, 71, of 333,976 tons, have been 
built in Great Britain and Ireland. The ownership of these 
vessels is:—Great Britain and Ireland, 53 vessels, of 


259,855 tons; other countries, 117 vessels, of 526,498 tons. . 


At the end of June, 1929, there were 802 motorships, of 
4,185,331 tons, either holding the Society’s classification 
or being completed under the special survey of the Society’s 
Surveyors. 

Mention has been made in previous Reports of the con- 
tinued demand for double-acting Diesel engines. There are 
now being constructed, under the superintendence of the 
Society’s Surveyors, 18 sets of this type, of approximately 
156,200 indicated horse power. 





SWITZERLAND. 


FEDERAL RAILWAYS IN 1928. 


In 1928 the gross earnings of the railways amounted to 
420,167,809 francs, while expenditure totalled 268,560,076 
frs., thus leaving a surplus revenue of 151,607,733 frs., which 
exceeded that of the previous year by 23,132,851 frs., states 
the Annual Report of the Swiss Federal Railways.

The number of passengers increased by 5:9 per cent., from 
113 millions to 120 millions, the latter figure representing an 
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advance of 25 millions (26-7 per cent.) in comparison with 
1913. Passenger traffic contributed 36-0 per cent. of the 
total receipts of the railways, third-class passenger traffic 
accounting for 27-4 per cent. of this total; second-class pas- 
senger traffic for 6-8 per cent.; and first-class passenger 
traffic for 1-8 per cent. The average earning per passenger 
declined from 1-29 frs. in 1927 to 1:26 frs. in 1928. The 
volume of freight traffic rose by 6-6 per cent., from 17-9 
million metric tons in 1927 to 19-0 million tons in 1928. As 
compared with 1913, the increase works out at 4:0 million 
tons (26-9 per cent.). The average revenue derived from 
goods traffic decreased, however, from 12-72 frs. per ton 
in 1927 to 12-61 frs. in 1928.

The estimates of the railways for 1928 had placed ex- 
penditure at 270,473,800 frs. Salaries and wages made up 
no less than 77:47 per cent. (77-45 per cent. in 1927) of the 
total expenses. This figure included 183,130,968 frs. paid 
out in actual wages and salaries, and 24,801,401 frs. repre- 
senting various allowances and gratuities as well as pay- 
ments into the personnel’s welfare and insurance funds. 
In 1928 the railways were able to effect a further reduc- 
tion of 926 in their staff, which numbered 33,457 at the 
end of the year. I¢ is anticipated that with the continual 
growth of traffic the railways will be unable to reduce their 
staff any further, and that, in fact, they may even be com- 
pelled to engage additional personnel. The supply of coal 
and electric power for locomotives absorbed 26,500,687 frs., 
of which 9,302,464 frs. were for coal and 17,198,223 frs. for 
electric power. A comparison with 1927 shows that pur- 
chases of coal were lower by 3,356,783 frs. in 1928, but that, 
on the other hand, the outlay on the supply of electric power 
was heavier in 1928 to the extent of 2,332,475 frs. 
(15-69 per cent.). Whereas in 1927 the total distance covered 
by steam and electric locomotives was about the same, with 
21,443,167 and 22,483,783 kilometres respectively, in 1928 
the balance was markedly in favour of electric locomotives, 
which covered 29,290,502 kilos., as compared with 
17,103,419 kiios. covered by steam locomotives. The price 
of coal amounted to 34-41 frs. f.o.r. at the Swiss frontier 
station, as against 37:17 frs. in 1927, the decrease in 1928 
amounting thus to 2-76 frs. (7-42 per cent.) per ton. The 
price of electric power was lower than in 1927, and worked 
out at 4:85 centimes per kilowatt-hour measured at the sub- 
stations, as compared with 5-32 centimes in 1927. 


Prorit AND Loss ACCOUNT. 


The profit and loss account shows 173,256,621 frs. on the 
receipt side and 155,165,338 frs. on the expenditure side. 
The main item of the former is the excess revenue, amount- 
ing to 151,607,733 frs., in addition to which may be men- 
tioned also the interest on investments, totalling 
5,348,740 frs., and 15,077,970 frs. drawn from the renewal 
and other funds. On the expenditure side the service of 
the debt figures with 115,656,203 frs., and is followed in 
order of importance by payments into special funds, amount- 
ing to 20,636,708 frs., and by amortisations, totalling 
12,590,879 frs. The account balances with a net profit of 
18,091,283 frs., exceeding that of 1927 by about 12 million 
frs. Of this amount, 5,995,000 frs. were set aside for further 
amortisations, 2 million frs. were paid into the pension and 
welfare fund as an extraordinary contribution, while 3 
million frs. were attributed to the renewal fund, also as an 
extraordinary contribution. The remaining 7,096,283 frs. 
were earmarked for the reduction of the losses sustained 
by the railways during the war. At the end of 1928 there 
still remained 189,759,721 frs. to be written off on this 
account. 

ELECTRIFICATION SCHEMES. 

During the year under review the railways expended 
87,826,391 frs. on constructional work, including 43,982,275 
frs. on improvements and additions to their system, and 


24,404,343 frs. on the acquisition of rolling stock. Expendi- 
ture on electrification was reduced considerably in com- 
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parison with 1927, the totals for 1928 and 1927 heing 
27,449,902 frs. and 60,335,428 frs. respectively, exclusive 
of the fourth and fifth instalments—10 million. frs. in each 
case—of the Federal subsidy of 60 million frs. for railway 
electrification. The end of 1928 witnessed the completion 
of the first stage in the electrification of the Federal Rail- 
way system, of which 1,666 kilos. are now operated by elec- 
tricity, including the following lines, which were electrified 
in 1928:—-Sargans-Coire, 26 kilos.; Zollikofen-Bienne, 26 
kilos.; Longeau-Delemont, 24 kilos.; Winterthur-Romans- 
horn-Rorschach, 71 kilos.; and Oerlikon-Schaffhouse, 42 
kilos. 

The electrified lines, representing 56-6 per cent. of the 
system of the Federal Railways, carry approximately 85 per 
cent. of their total traffic. At the end of 1928 the rail- 
ways had expended 650,441,255 frs. on the electrification 
of their system. This expenditure was distributed as fol- 
lows:—-Preparation of plans and schemes, 5,477,070 frs.; 
acquisition of water rights, 1,551,271 frs.; power stations, 
145,651,134 frs.; transmission lines, 38,241,223 frs.; sub- 
stations, 39,959,673 frs.; contact lines, 114,034,912 frs.; 
alterations to earth-works, superstructure, etc., 8,508,804 
frs.; low-tension installations (telegraph, telephone, signals, 
etc.), 67,597,998 frs.; equipment of workshops for repairs 
to electric locomotives, etc., 8,854,057 frs.; and acquisition 
of electric locomotives, motor coaches and_ tractors, 
220,535,113 frs. 

The bulk of the constructional work carried out or in 
course of execution in 1928 consisted in the rebuilding, im- 
provement and extension of several large stations at Geneva, 
Neuchatel, Fribourg, Chiasso, Zurich and Coire, and of the 
large goods yard at Basle-Muttenz, as well as in improve- 
ments and extensions to the existing track and station in- 
stallations. The laying of the double track was taken in 
hand on various sections of the system. 


RouwuinGc Stock. 


In 1928 the railways acquired 22 electric express 
locomotives and 16 electric shunting locomotives at a 
total cost of 13,758,168 frs., in addition to 16 motor 
coaches at a cost of 4,747,327 frs. In addition, they 
added 28 passenger coaches for fast trains and 97 
goods vans to their rolling stock. At the end of the 
year they owned 345 electric locomotives for main-line 
traffic, 20 electric shunting locomotives, 45 motor coaches 
operating under 15,000 volts, 10 motor coaches operating 
under 5,500 volts, 17 tractors and other vehicles working 
with batteries, 603 normal gauge steam locomotives, and 
31 narrow gauge steam locomotives. Last year the railways 
discarded 60 steam locomotives, 25 passenger coaches, two 
luggage vans, and 364 goods trucks. A further batch of 
30 electric locomotives were equipped for one-man driving, 
there being 61 of these locomotives in service at the end 
of the year. In November last the railways decided to 
adopt the Drolshammer air brake for goods trains, a credit 
of 15 million frs., to be spread over a period of six years, 
being granted to that effect. 

it is interesting to note that in the course of 1928 the 
hydro-electric works owned by the railways produced 
503,643,000 kilowatt-hours. Traction absorbed 390,955,000 
kwh. (as compared with 307,421,000 kwh. in 1927), while a 
further 12,421,000 kwh. were utilised for other purposes. 
Of the total of 403,376,000 kwh., 382,902,000 kwh. (about 
94°9 per cent.) were produced by the railways’ own hydro- 
electric plant, and 20,474,000 kwh. (5-1 per cent.) were ob- 
tained from outside sources. Moreover, the railways sold 
120,741,000 kwh. of surplus power for industrial purposes. 


Motor VEHICLE COMPETITION. 


The railways are still giving their undivided attention 
to the question of motor competition and the best means of 
meeting it. They have ascertained that the keenest com. 
petition comes from lorries of two and more tons carrying 
capacity. The lorries in use in Switzerland at the end of 
1928 comprised 5,159 one-tonners, 1,769 two-tonners, and 
4,003 three to five-tonners, as against 4,796, 1,457 and 
3,792 respectively in 1927. The one-tenners are mostly 
light vehicles replacing horse-drawn vehicles for light 
traffic over short distances, and hardly come into con- 
sideration as direct competitors of the railways. The two- 
tonners are also often used for light traffic over short dis 
tances, but their competitive activities are rather more 
pronounced than in the case of the one-tonners, as they 
are frequently utilised for groupage services over fairly 
long distances. The number in service at the end of 1927 
amounted to 3,792, of which the following (899) could be 
eliminated as being non-competitive :—Building industry, 
555 lorries; hotel industry, 3; municipal and cantonal 
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water, gas and electrical boards, 227; Federal postal ser- 
vices and licensed motor services, 55; and telegraph, tele- 
phone and military administrations, 59 lorries. 

The remaining 2,893 lorries accounted for the bulk of 
the competition experienced by the railways. They were 
distributed as follows :—

In placing the loss caused to the railways by this class 
of vehicles at 10,000 frs. per lorry the amount involved is 
28,930,000 frs., to which should be added a further 
1,070,000 frs. resulting from the competition of the lighter 
class of motor vehicles. The railways therefore place the 
loss sustained by them in consequence of road competition 
during 1928 at 30 million frs. 

As in 1927, the ‘‘ Suisse-Express, S.A. (S.E.SA.) ”’ en- 
deavoured with success to incorporate motor lorries in the 
general scheme of transport and to ensure—with the co- 
operation of the railways—a reliable door-to-door service 
such as consigners and consignees are entitled to expect 
to-day, as it has been proved that the railways are the first 
to benefit from such arrangements, while it is possible at 
the same time to use motor vehicles more rationally by 
serving districts not touched by the railways. At the end 
of last year 199 centres were connected by a regular motor 
service with 139 stations on the Federal railway system. 
In 1928 the ‘‘SESA”’ continued to investigate the possi- 
bility of allowing reduced rates in cases of extreme motor 
competition. The goods consigned under special tariff 
arrangements yielded 13 million frs., whereas, on the basis 
of the normal tariff, the earnings would have amounted to 
about 17 million frs. 

In 1928 the railways hired for trial purposes a high- 
pressure steam locomotive of 60 atmospheres (833 Ibs. to 
the square inch), built by the Swiss Locomotive Works in 
Winterthur.

HUNGARY—SWEDEN. 


CONVENTION OF COMMERCE AND 
NAVIGATION. 

The Board of Trade are informed that the ratifications 
were exchanged on 8th May, 1929, of the Convention of 
Commerce and Navigation between Hungary and Sweden, 
which was signed on 8th November, 1928. The Convention 
is concluded for a period of three years, and, unless de- 
nounced by one of the Parties six months before the com- 
pletion of that period, is to continue in force thereafter, 
subject always to denunciation at six months’ notice. 

Under the terms of the Convention most-favoured-nation 
treatment is granted to the subjects of the Parties in all 
respects and in particular as regards their establishment, 
the exercise of their commerce, industry and occupations, 
and as regards the right to acquire, possess and dispose of 
movable and immovable property. As regards access to the 
Courts, they are to enjoy national treatment in all respects 
and both national and most-favoured-nation treatment as 
regards taxation. 

Companies legally constituted in the territory of the one 
Party are to enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment as 
regards the carrying on of their business and as regards 
taxation. 

The Parties agree to limit as far as possible the introduc- 
tion of import and export prohibitions and restrictions, and 
to accord each other most-favoured-nation treatment in these 
matters. 

Provision is made for the most-favoured-nation treatment 
of goods as regards import and export duties and Customs 
formalities, and for national and most-favoured-nation 
treatment as regards internal dues. 

The Parties agree to apply the provisions of the Customs 
Formalities Convention of 1923 as regards the issue of certi- 
ficates of origin and also as regards commercial travellers’ 
identity cards and the importation and re-exportation of 
commercial travellers’ samples, the treatment of commer- 
cial travellers and their samples being on the footing of the 
most-favoured-nation. 

Transit matters are to be governed by the provisions of 
the Barcelona Convention, 1921. In respect of the transport 
of passengers and goods by railway, most-favoured-nation 
treatment is provided for. 

The vessels of the Parties, together with their crews and 
cargoes, are to enjoy national and most-favoured-nation 
treatment, except as regards the coasting trade and national 
fishing industries. 

The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Convention 
are not to apply in the case of privileges or benefits :— 

(a) accorded by either Party to neighbouring States to 
facilitate frontier traffic; 

(b) accorded by Sweden to Denmark or Norway, or 
both ; 

(c) granted in virtue of a Customs union.

AUSTRALIA. 


AMENDED DUTIES: CORRECTIONS. 

The Board of Trade have now received the text of the 
alterations made in the Australian Customs Tariff on 23rd 
August, 1929, particulars of which were given in the 
‘Journal ’’ of 29th August (page 246). That notice was 
based on telegraphic information, and the following correc- 
tions are found to be necessary on comparison with the text 
now received, viz. :— 

Tariff No. 3(c). These duties apply to liqueurs and bitters 
as well as to gin. 

Tariff No. 105(d) 1. This refers to piece-goods of ‘‘ Arti- 
ficial silk, or containing artificial silk or having artificial 
silk worked thereon.”

Tariff No. 229(c) 2. The former item under this number 
is withdrawn. This read ‘‘ Petroleum and Shale, viz. :— 
Naphtha, Benzine, Benzoline, Gasoline, Pentane, Petrol and 
other Petroleum or Shale Spirit, for purposes other than for 
use in motor-driven vehicles, cycles, tractors, road rollers, 
and similar appliances using public roads, as prescribed by 
Departmental By-Laws ’’—duty 4d., 1d. or 1d. per gallon. 





BRITISH HONDURAS. 





INVOICES AND CERTIFICATES OF ORIGIN 
FOR BLENDED TEA. 


Regulations made by the Governor in Council of British 
Honduras on 5th September, 1929, amend Section 11 of the 
Regulations governing the application of the British Pre- 
ferential Tariff with regard to blended tea. The Section, as 
revised, reads as follows, viz. :— 

11. Tea which is blended in, and exported from, any part 
of the Empire otherwise than from bond or under draw- 
back, shall be entitled to preference in respect of that pro- 
portion of the blend which is certified by the supplier by 
invoices and certificates* in the forms of appendix A and B 
hereto respectively, provided such invoices and certificates 
are accompanied by a declaration by the exporter that the 
tea shipped— 

(a) consists entirely of produce of the British Empire, or 

(b) in case of blends containing tea of non-Empire origin, 

consists of blends containing a stated percentage of 
Empire tea, the country of production of such tea 
being specified. 

Provided that if such tea, either before or after blending, 
is transhipped or landed at any foreign port or place, then 
the general regulations dealing with goods ordinarily 
transhipped or landed at such port or place shall have effect. 





UGANDA PROTECTORATE. 


CONTROL OF ARMS AND AMMUNITION. 


With reference to the notice published under the above 
heading in the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 7th February last (page 211), 
the Uganda “‘ Official Gazette ” of 16th September contains 
the text of Rules made by the Governor for the purpose of 
carrying out the provisions of the Arms and Ammunition 
Ordinance, 1928.

AUSTRIA. 


‘“TMPORT BOND ” SYSTEM FOR GRAIN AND 
CATTLE. 

The ‘‘ Bundesgesetzblatt ’’ for 9th October contains a 
Law, dated 27th September, introducing an “‘ import 
bond ”’ system for grain and cattle. On exports of wheat, 
rye, barley and oats (in consignments of not less than 
250 kilogs.), and of cattle in any quantity, “‘ import 
bonds ”’ are to be issued, which can be used by the holder 
to pay Customs duties on imported goods, in accordance 
with regulations which are to be laid down by Ordinance. 
The bonds are valid for nine months, 





BELGIUM. 


EXPORT OF BONES PERMITTED. 

The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge’ for 28th September contains a 
Decree, dated 26th September, which provides that 
licences are not to be required after Ist October for the 
export from Belgium of raw bones (fresh or boiled).

COSTA RICA. 





EXPORT TAX ON BANANAS. 

H.M. Representative at San José has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Costa Rican Law, dated 16th August, 1929, 
in virtue of which the export duty on bananas will be 
considerably increased as from 31st October, 1930. 

The Law establishes a sliding scale of export tax, which 
varies with the yearly quantity of bananas exported from 
Costa Rica, as follows :— 

Exports up to 6,000,000 bunches per annum—Duty, 
5 cents (U.S. gold) per bunch. 

Exports from 6,000,000 to 7,000,000 bunches per 
annum—Duty, 44 cents (U.S. gold) per bunch. 

Exports from 7,000,000 to 8,000,000 bunches per 
annum.—Duty, 4 cents (U.S. gold) per bunch. 

Exports over 8,000,000 bunches per annum—Duty, 
3 cents (U.S. gold) per bunch. 


The amount of the tax will be fixed each year on the 
basis of the total quantity exported during the previous 
ear. 
/ The Law further provides that any reduction in the 
price paid to growers by purchasers, from the prices 
current during the five years previous to 30th October, 
1930, shall automatically be added to the amount of the 
export tax. 





FRANCE, 


DUTIES ON CAROBS AND CERTAIN CARPETS 
REDUCED: AGREEMENT WITH TURKEY. 
The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ for 15th October con- 

tains a Decree, dated 5th October, provisionally enforc- 

ing in France (with retrospective effect) the Tariff pro- 
visions of the Commercial Convention between France and 

Turkey which was signed on 29th August. In virtue of 

this arrangement the following reductions were made in 

the duties of the French ‘‘ Minimum ’”’ Tariff, as from 

Ist October, viz. :— 
ex Tariff No. 84 (a)—Carobs or locust beans—from 4 

to 3 frs. per 100 kilogs. (gross weight). 
ex Tariff No. 442—Woollen carpets with knotted or 

twisted pile, including imitations thereof : 
From 201 to 300 rows per metre—from 125 to 100 frs. 
per sq. metre. 
From 301 to 400 rows per metre—from 160 to 125 frs. 
per sq. metre. 
From 401 to 500 rows per metre—from 260 to 190 frs. 
per sq. metre. 





HUNGARY. 

EXPORT OF HIDES, BONES, HORN AND 
GLUE STOCK. 

H.M. Representative at Buda-Pest has forwarded 


translation of two Decrees, dated 30th September and 
lst October, and effective as from the latter date, which 
withdraw the requirement of export licences in respect 
of exports from Hungary of all kinds of raw hides of 
cattle, calves and horses; bones, horns, horn cores, claws, 
feet, hoofs and parts thereof; and blood, animal sinews, 
and glue stock (fresh or dried); and impose export duties 
on certain of these products at the following rates :— 


All kinds of bones, horn, hoofs, claws, animal feet, 
horns filled or combined with bones, also bone and horn 
waste and crushed bones (not powder) from which the 
glue has not been extracted—2-75 pengoes per 100 kilogs. 

Wet glue stock (all kinds of untanned hide waste and 
chrome-tanned skin shavings)—1-85 pengoes per 100 kilogs. 

Unsalted dried calfhead skins pay 3 times, and all other 
dried glue stock, 4 times the above duty. 





LATVIA. 





CUSTOMS DUTY ON PORTLAND CEMENT. 
With reference to the notice in the ‘ Journal’’ of 
27th June (page 809), it should be noted that the 
Customs duty on Portland cement, in packing, other than 
barrels of up to 180 kilogs., and on unground Portland

MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE). 





IMPORT AND SALE OF TINNED FOODS. 


A recent Vizerial Decree introduces regulations, which 
are to come into force on 23rd January, 1930, respecting 
the marking of tinned foods on import into and sale in 
the French Zone of Morocco. The Decree provides that 
preserved foods packed in metal tins may only be im. 
ported, exposed for sale or sold if they bear the designa- 
tion of their country of origin and the exact denomination 
of the product. The weight need not be indicated on tins 
to be sold singly. 

The country of origin is to be indicated by hollow or 
relief-stamping, in legible characters of at least 4 mm., 
on the lid or the bottom of the receptacle, in a place on 
which there is no printing. This indication is also to be 
shown in adhesive letters on cases and packings. 





WAREHOUSING OF JUTE CLOTH. 


H.M. Consul-General at Rabat has reported that jute 
cloth for packing has been added to the list of goods which 
may be admitted to ‘‘ entrepét fictif ’’ in the French Zone 
of Morocco. (Under this system such cloth may be stored in 
private bonded warehouses on commercial premises for an 
indefinite period without payment of duty, which only 
becomes due as and when the goods are cleared for consump- 
tion in Morocco.) 





NICARAGUA. 





PRESENTATION OF COMMERCIAL INVOICES 
REQUIRED. 


H.M. Representative at Managua reports that a Circular 
issued by the Nicaraguan Customs on 31st July states that, 
as the Consular invoices generally presented to the Customs 
do not contain all the particulars necessary to determine 
exactly the characteristics of all the goods imported, from 
15th August the commercial invoice was to be presented 
with each request for the clearance of goods, and is to be 
attached to the copy of the respective clearance document 
(pdliza) which is sent to the Collection-General of Customs. 

The Collector-General has, however, agreed that the com- 
mercial invoices need not be attached to the clearance docu- 
ments, but may be presented to the Collection-General in 
Managua, and that the presentation of the original invoices 
will not be insisted on. 

[The particulars in these invoices are required in connec- 
tion with the revision of the Nicaraguan Customs Tariff, 
which is now under consideration. ]

CONTROL OF TRADE IN PHARMACEUTICAL 
PREPARATIONS, ETC. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Oslo has 
forwarded copy and translation of a Royal Resolution dated 
20th September, which brings into force, as from 1st Janu- 
ary, 1930, the Law of 22nd June, 1928,* regarding the 
control of the trade in pharmaceutical preparations, etc., 
and lays down regulations dealing with the registration of 
pharmaceutical preparations and the conditions under which 
they may be sold in Norway.
